County Assessor Philip E. Watson today announced 
that the 1974-75 gross assessment roll has topped $22.7 bil¬ 
lion, an increase of $1,364,649,879 over last year. 

Watson said the prelimin¬ 
ary County asses.sment roll 
.shows a net total of $22,016,- 
89,289 a gain of $1,315,983,- 
814 from the 1973 net total 
of $20,700,910,475 an increase 
of 6.35 per cent. 

This breaks down; Land — 

$8,534,077,235; improvements, 
including fixtures — $10,- 
930,218.9^; personal prop¬ 
erly — $3,283,061,501 less ex¬ 
emptions of y730,463,435. 

Additional taxable prop¬ 
erty on the roll includes 
$172,417,410 in aircraft 
(taxed at a fixed rate of 
$1.50 per $100 of market 
value). 

Watson called special at¬ 
tention to the 1974 values for 
minings rights in Los An¬ 
geles County which have 
risen by 115 per cent over 
1973 values. The main rea¬ 
son for the increase cited by 
the Assessor is the higher 
price now being paid for 
domestic crude o.T compared 
to last year. 

The Aissessor pointed out 
that the total figure In¬ 
cludes homeowner exemp¬ 
tions and business inventory 
exemptions, which have in¬ 
creased by 3.29 percent and 
29.48 per cent respectively 
for 1974-75. The exempt por¬ 
tion of business inventories 
has been increased by law 
from 45 to 50 per cent this 
year. 

‘The amount of revenue 
lost to the Coiunty by these 
exemptions will be reim¬ 
bursed by the state, some¬ 
thing I have long advocated 
because all exemptions come 
into being by an act of the 
State legislature,” Watson 
explained.

Atom Uncorked 


India’s underground test nuclear explosion has been 
likened to uncorking the atom genie’s bottle. 

It is, in the cuneiit context, an apt descriiition. 
The Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty of 1970 has been 
signed by 105 nations and ratified by 82. It had provided 
at least a somhlanee of order in the development of nu¬ 
clear power, with the hopeful objective of restraining Hie 
development of atomic weapons in signatory and other 
nations through cooperation in the peaceful development 
of the atom for beneficial purposes. 

India has not signed the Nonproliferation treaty, with 
its provisions for international inspection and control of 
nuclear faeililies. It has not, therefore, violated any jiact. 
But it has taken advantage of Canadian technical assis¬ 
tance and supplies of uranium in order to develop it.s 
weapon. And therein lies Hu* eork.seiew. 

As Los Angeles Times Paris staff writer Don Cook 
lias pointed out, India’s action “has blown sky-high the 
underlying assumption that nations would go on exer¬ 
cising self-restraint in development of nuclear weapons.

Q. — I am going to Eu¬ 
rope: this summer and vvauld 
like to take advantage of 
the lower rates on a charter 
tiight. However. I do not 
want to wind up .stranded 
on the other side of the At¬ 
lantic Ocean, and I have 
heard .some real scare 
stories. W.hat safeg.ua r d s 
exist for customers of char¬ 
ter flighl promoters? 

A. — Since the bad old 
days of charter flight pro¬ 
moters who went out of 
business before they -brought 
their customers home, Cali¬ 
fornia has passed preventive 
legislation. Travel promoters 
are now required to post 
bond or to hold in trust 90 
per cent of their paid-up 
fares until the tickets are 
purchasod- from the airline. 

However, there was a case 
just last year in which a 
company arranging flights 
to South America failed to 
comply with these require¬ 
ments. Customers who had 
paid their fares found their 
flights were cancelled and 
refunds were not forthcom¬ 
ing. 

Be sure your travel pro¬ 
moter provides you with the 
location of its trust account 
or the name of the bonding 
company, and the name of 
the airline to be used. 

Charter flights can also 
be arranged' through travel 
agents, who are aiUthorized 
by the airlines themselves 
to write tickets for them. 

Q. — Does the Truth-in- 
Lending Law set the interest 
rates? 

A. — No. It simply re¬ 
quires the lender to disclose 
credit costs and the annual 
percentage rate charged.

A. — No. According to the 
Structural Pest Control 
Board, termite c.xterminators 
are not required to guaran¬ 
tee their work. Most do pro¬ 
vide guarantees for aijoul 
six months, during which 
they will return without 
charge to do any additional 
work necessary. 

If you want to protect 
yixirself, it may be wi.se to 
have another in.spection at 
your own expense before the 
original contractor’s guaran¬ 
tee period ends. Then, if the 
work was incomplete, yo,u 
can ask the original con¬ 
tractor to fulfill his guar¬ 
antee. 

Q. — What is major medi¬ 
cal insurance? 

A. — Major medical in- 
.surance is intended to pro¬ 
vide a financial cushion 
against the heavy costs of a 
very .serious or prolonged 
illness. Tlie.se policie.s pay 
large amounts — .some up 
to $1.5,000 or higher — for 
sucli .services as private nur¬ 
sing care, ambulances, sur¬ 
gical appliances, dTUgs, test.s 
and x-rays. 

Howevei', mo s t major 
medical policies include a 
deductible. In other words, 
you must pay the first $100 
to $500 of medical expenses 
incurred during your illness. 
The ded.uctible differs from 
one policy to another, and 
those with lower deductibles 
have the higher premiums. 

Another thing to consider 
is that you are usually re¬ 
quired to pay a specific per¬ 
centage — say, 20 to 25 per 
cent — of the expenses over 
the deductible. 

Q. — My drycleancr re¬ 
fused to clean the covers 
from m.y sofa cushions, .say¬ 
ing they would .shrink. The 
covers zip off, so they must 
be cleanablc, right? 

A. — .No. Manufactur o r s 
.say the zipper makes lha 
cover,s fit better. Since many 
upholstery fabrics are likely 
to shrink, it can bo a sad 
mistake to remove cushion 
covers for cleaning. You may 
never get them on again. 

Q. — I sent a toll of film 
to a m.ail-orcler photo pro¬ 
cessing firm that promi.se.-i 
.speedy service. That wa:? 
throe w'oeks ago. I am still 
waiting. The post office box 
where I sent the .film is 
located in a nearby city, so 
why the delay? 

A. — For one tiling, tiie 
firm’s local post office ho,': 
is only a gathering place for 
film which is tlien sent to 
the East Coa.st for proces¬ 
sing. A new federal l.iw re¬ 
quires that firms advertising 
for mail-order trade and 
using a post office box num¬ 
ber m.ust also include in 
itieir ads tire street address 
wliere the firm does busi¬ 
ness. Look for the street ad¬ 
dress in the.se ads. II wdll 
give you a better clue to the 
amouirt of time yoiur order 
will spend in transit.

If you 
don’t specify that .you arc 
selling one particular lol, 
then the Trca.sury Depart¬ 
ment will take the position 
you first sold tlie stock you 
have held the longest. When 
you are selling part of a 
stock holding, tell your 
broker, and he will mark 
your invoice to show the 
purchase date of tlie stock 
you sold. That will give you 
a record for the tax people.

Gasoline Tax 
Paid To City 

state Controller Hugh 
Floiurnoy has announced the 
distribution of $5.5,138,393 
among the state, cities and 
counties as the June appor¬ 
tionment of highway users 
taxes. 

Los .Angelos Count y’s 
share was $3,751,119, and 
Sierra IMadro’s share was 
$7,590.70. A total of $13,997,- 
896 went directly to the 
counties; $10,567,120 to 
cities; $300,54,3,337 for ex- 
pend'tures on state high- 
wa.v.s, and $30,000 lo the Bi¬ 
cycle Lane Account. 

3'he total apportionment 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: Gasoline 
lax, $.50,7.54,221; diesel fuel 
lav, $4,380,995; and mi.scel- 
lancous, $3,177. 

The total available for t.he 
June apportionment was 
$682,951 less than lhat foi 
the preceding montli. The 
gasoline tax was $927,383 
below the May figure. 

The distribution was $10,- 
2.58,578 less than that for ttic 
.same month last year. 3'he 
June 1974 gasoline tax dis¬ 
tribution was $7,272,966 be¬ 
low th.it for Juno 1973. The 
diesel fuel tax di.stribution 
was $172,468 below Juno 
1973. There was no tran.sfer 
from tlie Transportation Tax 
Fund this June to compare 
with $2,813,814 transferred in 
Juno 1973.
